Sen- 
ate Democratic Leader Barklcy 
said "I personally feel we can 
get away by the 17th." 


The senate agriculture com- 


mittee mox-ed to clear the scene 
of what may be the last biff ob- 
stacle to breaking: up the ses- 
sion. It voted unanimously to 
report a general farm bill to 
the senate a week after the 
next session of congress starts. 


Washington—CP>— The house la- 


bor committee formally 
recom- 


mended today enactment of a re- 
vised version of the wage-hour bill 
already approved by the senate, as- 
serting it would greatly strengthen 
collective bargaining efforts. 


"The bill is intended to aid and 


not supplant the efforts of Ameri' 
can workers to improve their own 
position by self-organization 
and 


collective bargaining." the commit- 
tee's report said. 


Terming the measure "a modest 


and conservative approach" to the 
objectives 
outlined 
by President 


Roosevelt in his message to con- 
gress recommending- such legisla- 
tion, the committee said it repre- 
sented "an attempt to begin to meet 
and not to avoid some of the most 
vital problems of American eco- 
nomic life." 


Designed to apply only to indus- 


tries in interestate commerce and 
those directly affecting such com- 
merce, the bill would empower a 
national labor standards board to 
fix minimum wages 
not 
higher 


than 40 cents an hour and a work 
week not shorter than 40 hours. 


Discard Amendment 


The house committee discarded a 


previously 
adopted 
amendment I 


which would have permitted es- 
tablishment of minimum wages as 
high as 70 cents an hour and a work 
week as short as 35 hours in favor 
of the more moderate senate pro- 
visions. 


It made, however, a number of 


changes in the senate bill.. One of 
these eliminated an exemption for 
local retailers. Others would re- 
quire appointment of the five-mem- 
ber labor standards board on a ge- 
ographical basis with specific rep- 
resentation for employers and la- 
bor: would provide for appointment 
of regional directors in each of the 
states and would make imports sub- 
ject to the same regulation as do- 
mestic goods.

try will be faced with a major 
readjustment and that already the 
bill is full of exemptions, special 
privileges and clauses, put in there 
by deals between groups, seems to 
give Mr. Hoosevelt very little con- 
cern. The fact also that the bill, if 
it becomes law, will present an al- 
most unworkable problem and that 
it will take a long while to iron 
out the many complicated questions 
that will arise in enforcement seems 
not at all to bother the president. 


The principle of minimum wage 


legislation and maximum hour re- 
gulation has long been discussed in 
America and the states have hardly 
had a chance to work out the pro- 
blem because, until this year, the 
reform was not held by the su- 
preme court to be within the con- 
stitutional right of either the states 
or the federal government.- 


As a matter of fact, the caution 


of the supreme court has been wise 
because, when government steps in 
to regulate wages and hours, it 
does seem as if this were a ques- 
tion on which the people should 
pass directly.

"I had to have somebody to look after the children. She's a rather nice 


person, healthy, and seems to like the children. I do hope they get along 
with her, for I'm about at my wits' end what with mother sick and the 
business what it is. and the housework. Somebody's got to look after the 
children." 


Yes. but who is this Somebody? What are her qualifications for look 


ing after the children beside her health and her general good-natured 
appearance? The nurse-maid is a substitute for the mother. A mother 
is a very influential teacher, and she carries other weighty responsibili- 
ties associated with the children. To what extent will the nurse-maid 
take the mother's place? And how able is she to do so? 


I can understand that a degree in education might be a handicap to 


good nursing of infants and children. It is mothering they need, and that 
means motherly intelligence, motherly affection, motherly understanding 
of the whimsies of childhood as well as of its more practical needs. The 
temperament and character of the nurse-maid is an important as her edu- 
cational equipment. 


A nurse-maid ought to have a clean bill of health, both mental and 


physical. 
She ought to like chil-1 


dren. She needs to understand the 
signals that little children show to 
their elders when language fails 
them, a very common situation. A 
mother knows at a glance when a 


, child is on the verge of a tantrum. 
rebellion, tears, collapse. A nurse- 
maid needs such an eye. A tone of 
voice will reach her ear and warn 
her of illness, fatigue, overstrain. 
A nurse-maid needs to have just

such an ear. 
A mother instinc- 


tively guesses that a child wants 
food, or rest, or 
companionship,

she has in the maid's loyalty to 
the child. That means that she

foremost, but consider the welfare 
of her charges before her 
own. 


Children need to

unless the nurse understands and

have to understand how to stimu-

Close observation will reveal the 


fact that phlox often sets seeds ev- 
en when a casual attempt is made 
to prevent its doing so. This seed 
naturally drops to the ground close 
around the plants. It germinates 
very readily, and as a result, new 
plants some up in such intimate re- 
lation to the mother plant that they 
literally grow into it. 
These new 


plants are very likely to be ma- 
genta, and being young and vigor- 
ous, they produce many more flow- 
ers than the weakened old plants. 
This, then, is the explanation of the 
apparent reversion of good, varie- 
ties to magenta.

mobile from Germany. Plans have 
been 
approved for an 800-mile 


super-highway 
binding Berlin to 


Rome, to 
be completed by 1941. 


Arrow-straight wherever 
possible, 


free of grade crossings and speed 
limits, the road will reduce motor- 
ing time between the two capitals 
to a predicted 14 hours. Of the to- 
tal length, 47 per cent will be in 
Italy. 
From there it will cross 


Austria and proceed north through 
Germans'. 


"This highway of modern tempo 


across three countries coincides in 
places with an ancient Roman via," 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. . "Both then and now the 
route was chosen to stimulate cir- 
culation between the sunny Medi- 
terranean civilization of Italy and 
the northern-facing German plain, 
dominated by Berlin, which slopes 
toward the North sea and the Bal- 
tic. 


"The highway crosses Austria's 


western end, so that throughout the 
whole journey international mo- 
torists will drive to the right. It is 
in eastern Austria that 'keep to the 
left' is the rule of the road. 


Almost Due North 


"The route is a slash almost, due 


north across central Europe. Berlin 
lacks only two degrees of latitude 
of 
being 
mapped straight above 


Rome. 


"The capitals at opposite ends of 


the road have many opposites in 
their respective histories. 
Berlin 


was a provincial city of somewhat 
over 300.000 people a century ago! 
Rome was a world power before 
the beginning of the Christian era. 
Now Rome, with a million inhabi- 
tants, spreads its domes and florid 
towers over so much more than 
seven hills that it is one of the 
favorite candidates for the title of 
the world's most 
extensive 
city. 


Berlin ranks sixth in area, but has 
four times the population of its 
southern sister city. Industries do 
not figure in the activities of Rome; 
Germany's capital, on the other 
hand. 5s also her industrial center. 


"The road from Rome rolls north 


over the broad plain of the Cam- 
pana. and climbs out of the Tiber 
valley over the Tuscan hills. 
In 


fact, the Rome-to-Berlin highway 
goes 
over 
mountains, 
between 


mountains, or at least through land- 
scape with blue hints 
of hills 


around the rim. practically the first 
half of its way. Exceptions are the 
broad rolling Campana. which sur- 
rounds Rome, and the ample plain 
of the Po. Between Florence and 
Bologna, the road launches right 
over the Apennine range, the crag- 
gy shinbone which runs the length 
of the Italian boot. On the south- 
ern side lies the peaceful town of 
Pistoia. whose medieval name and 


aginc the feelings of people on the 
"Kent" as they waited for boats to 
come back and get them. 


The work of saving went on until 


darkness came. Thc flames were 
burning fiercely, and about 20 per- 
sons were still on board, when the 
powder magazine blew up.

"Dominating the valley in which 


the Inn River is cradled between 
two ridges of Alps, the ancient town 
of 'Inn's Bridge' has grown up to 
be modern Innsbruck with 60,000 in- 
habitants, Austria's fourth largest 
city. Since days of Roman suprem- 
acy Innsbruck has been mistress of 
the north-south trade route, and 
past-mistress in luring visitors to

Once Main Portal 


"This many-arched stone bridge, 


spanning 
the 
muddy 
Yung-ting 


River, has played a significant role 
in the history of Peiping, to which 
it was once the main portal from 
the southxvest. It still bears its 
share of motor, caravan, and foot 
traffic. 


"Far more important, today, how- 


ever, is the steel railroad bridge a 
half mile farther upstream. This 
modern structure is a vital link in 
the 
_ mainline of 
Chinese com- 


munications between Peiping and 
the central and southern provinces 
of China. For the on-the-fence gov- 
ernment of the semi-independent 
North China provinces, Hopei and 
Chahar, centering at Peiping since 
late in 1936, it is of vital impor- 
tance whether Chinese or Japanese 
policy controls troop movements 
over the southbound railroad. 


"Pieping is within a large triangle 


of Japanese influence in North 
China, of which the Marco Polo 
Bridge may 
be considered the 


western apex. Northeastern point is 
Shanhaikwan, where Manchutikuo 
begins. The southern le'g extends
